Tho liepublloau state convention uiiels at 


Providence tomorrow. 


The Iowa legislature has adopted by a 


very large majority a law dividing all the 
railroads in the stato into three classes nnd 
limiting their passenger tariffs to three, 
three arid a half and four cents a mile, re- 
spectively. The freight tariff is regulated 
in the same way. Severe penalties for tho 
violation of this law are imposed and a fuud 
of §10,000 is set apart, to be used in prose- 
cuting railroads that make illegnl charges. 


We have already quoted tho opinion of 


the Boston Advertiser that the Massachu- 
setts ten hour law is not an unmixed blessing 
to the working people. Tho Pittsfield Eagle 
says that the manufacturers of Berkshire 
county are somewhat alarmed at the pros- 
pocta. They have to compete with manu- 
facturers in other states who are not sub- 
ject to such a law as this, aud to have six 
hours a week taken off the labor of each 
woman and child'employed is n serious draw- 
back, and may result iu tbe discharge of the 
operatives or in the proportionate reduction 
of their wnges. If either of these things 
should occur it is probable that the persona 
for whoso benefit the law was passed will 
find themselves no better off than they 
were before. 


THE COS!' OF SECESSION. 


A writer iu the last Edinburgh lleview 


has undertaken to give, from official sources, 
the effect upon tho South of tho late war. 
The article is written in r. temperate and 
impartial style and appears to be carefully 
written and reliable. We at the North have 
been so occupied by estimating our pecu- 
niary loss and counting our vacant, chairs 
that we bnvo given little attention lo tho 
effects of tho war on the defeated party 
and tho reader of this article will be aston- 
ished at some of the figures presented. 


Emancipation, inflicted on tho South a 


loss of about two] billion dollars, or nearly 
equal to our national debt and more than 
double tho indemnity exacted by Germany 
from France. 
As the population of the 


Southern states was but one sixth that of 
Franco the loss of the South by emancipa- 
tion alone was n burden twelve fold greater 
than that imposed upon defeated France. 
Had the loss been equally divided among all 
Southerners, old and young, male and fe- 
male, rich and poor, it would hnvo averaged 
between $250 and $300 to each person. Of 
course this was utter ruin to all those whoso 
property consisted mainly of slaves, but the 
largo slave owners were generally large real 
estate owners, so that iu the main, the 
IOEB 


- fell upon those who wore best able lo benr 


it. 


This loss, while falling severely on indi- 


vidual slave owners, is no real loss to tho 
country because tho labor of tho colored 
people remains. But hfter deducting tho 
Tftluo of the slaves and allowing for tho pre- 
mium on gold wo find that that tho real and 
personal property of the cloven Confederate 
States in 18(10 was about $3,202,231,000 aud 
in 1870, $2,3GO,8!)(i,r>80: showing n loss in 
tho decade of considerable over eight hun- 
dred million dollars, or about twenty 
HOVCH 


per cent. This is tho actual destruction of 
property that once, existed. Tho rate of in- 
oreaso of valuation nil over the country, in- 
cluding the South, averaged ono hundred 
per cent. If therefore, tho South had in- 
creased its valuation, not an llio North linn, 
but as tho whole country on nn average lm;t, 
ita valuation would bo nonrly three times 
what it i» today, and this duos not take into 
account any ofl'ect tho war may have Imd in 
ratarding the increase of wealth at tho North,

THE LIQUOK COMMISSION. 


The following is the text of tho liipior 


commission bill passed by tho Senate : 


Jle it e.nnr.leil, rlf... That there shall be ap- 


pointed by the President, by and with tho 
advice and consent of tho Senate, a com- 
mission of five persons, neither of whom 
shall bo a holder of any office or profit or 
trust in the General or fitato government. 
The said Commission shall bo .selected solely 
with reference to personal fitness nnd 
capacity for an honest, impartial and thor- 
ough investigation, nnd shall hold office until 
their duties shall bo accomplished,but not to 
eiceod 0110 year. It shall bo their duty to 
investigate tho alcoholic aud fermented 
liquor trafficand niauufacturei having special 
reference to revenue and taxation; in din- 
tinguishing as far ns possible in tho conclu- 
sion they nrrived nt between tho effect pro- 
duced by the use of distilled or spirituous ns 
distinguished from the use of fermented or 
malt liquors in their economic, criminal, 
moral nnd scientific aspects in connection 
with pauperism, crime, vice, the public 
health and gonoral welfare of tho people; 
also to inquire and take testimony as to the 
practical results of license and restrictive 
legislation for tho prevention of intcmpcr. 
auco in tho several stales, and tho effect 
produced by such legislation upon tho con. 
sumption of distilled or Bpirituoiis liquors, 
and of tormented or malt liquors, and also 
ascertain whether tho ovil of drunkennaaa 
has been increased or decreased thereby; 
whether the use of opium as a stimulant 
and substitute for nlcholio drink has become 
moro general in consequence of such login- 
lation, nnd whether tho public morals hnvo 
been improved thereby.
